POST W. AR PL ANNING: 
Stability Sought 


Looking forward to the day when 
the war will end and the cessation 
of wartime production will pose 
problems of providing adequate op- 
portynity for a peacetime economy, 
senate and house committees busied 
themselves in developing a program 
for the prosperous employment of 
both labor and agriculture. 

Most specific action taken was by 
a senate committee headed by Mon 
tana’s Senator Murray, which sub- 
mitted a proposal for an annual esti- 
mation of the amount of expenditure 
necessary for full employment and 
the probable outlays by private in- 
dustry, with any differences to be 
made up by federal investment. Be- 
fore the government would under- 
take any expenditures, however, ev- 
ery effort would be made to stimu- 
late the flow of private capital. 

While Senator Murray's commit- 
tee presented the proposal, a house 
committee held hearings in Chi- 

cago, Ill, on Means of bolstering 
postwar agriculture, 


While advocating a reapprai.: 
al of farm credit needs, inter 
national agreements to dispose 
of surplus commodities and low 
ering of trade barriers, Ed- 
ward A, O'Neal, president of the 
American Farm Bureau federa- 
tion. also called for realistic 
marketings based on feed and 
labor costs to replace subsidies. 


Movement of 2,000,000 persons 
from farms after the war to pro- 
vide them with sufficient income and 
guard against overproduction was 
advocated by Chairman Oscar 
Heline of the Iowa Farmer Grain 
Dealers association. In agreeing, 
Prof. Noble Clark, chairman of the 
Land Grant Colleges’ committee on 
postwar agricultural policies, urged 
a broadened educational program to 
equip rural youth for occupational 
opportunities, 


WAR COSTS: 
Pricing Policy 


Aiming to cut government costs 
and at the same time impose great- 
er efficiency on some firms with a 
resultant release of manpower and 
material, the war department an- 
nounced the adoption of a new pric- 
ing program employing teams of 
experts that will comb over con- 
tracts before letting. 

Expressing the belief that lower 
prices would lead to greater use of 
manpower and material, Col. Fred 
C. Foy, director of army service 
forces purchases, said: ‘ . When- 
ever a contractor's selling prices 
are close to his costs, the contrac- 
tor has an incentive to lower his 
costs to increase profit...." 

To firms establishing close pric- 
ing policies went the promise of 
consideration for a higher rate of 
return in reviewing contracts for ex- 
cess profits and maintenance of 
work in case cutbacks, or re- 
ductions, are made in their line of 
war production. 


AGRICULTURE: 
New Crop 


Thanks to a new oil extraction 
and harvesting process, the raising 
of sunflower seeds may develop into 
an important farm crop in the mid- 
dle west, following successful experi- 


‘mentation in Illinois’ Piat county. 


Due to a new solvent process of 
bio-chemist Ezra Levin, oil now ex- 
tracted fromthe sunflower seeds 
and the resulting mash no longer 
become rancid, while the construc- 
tion of a new combine cuts the once 
high harvesting costs. 

Planted in 40-inch rows and culti- 
vated twice through the season, 1,600 
pounds of seed were obtained from 
an acre, with a yield of oil at 14% 
cents per pound reportedly higher 
than that obtained from a similar 
planting of soybeans. Not only is the 
oil good for salads and cooking, it 
was said, but seeds were found to 
have protein content of 53 per cent. 


WAR SHIPPING: 
Big Profits 

With nine American steamship 
lines having made $26,847,000 in 
profits on $31,364,000 worth of busi- 
ness from April to September on 
lend-lease runs to the Middle East, 
the U. §S. maritime commission 
started court action against seven 
of the operators to recover excess 
income. 


Operating on rates that the 
commission itself set at the 
time when subs were scourging 
the seas and ships were needed 
to haul material to the British 
in the middle eastern and north 
African sectors, the companies 
averaged $300,000 profit per ves 
sel, or 910 per cent of the buon 
value of each, 


Although two of the companies 
have refunded $300,000, the others 
have refused to make remittances, 
claiming that they merely charged 
prevalent rates, recognized by the 
British themselves. 


TIRES 


With increased military demands 
and manpower shortages limiting 
suprly, no passenger tires will be 
available for “A’’ card holders or 
less essential ‘‘B’’ card applicants 
through the first three months of 
1945, trade circles reported. 


At the same time, it was said, 
the supply of heavy truck tires dur- 
ing this period will be the smallest 
for any quarter since 1941, Release 
of experienced workers from the 
army was proposed to help remedy 
the truck tire shortage.

BOYS TOOK PART IN 
BELFORT BATTLE 


Sixth Army Group, France 
—‘‘We'd fired preparations 
on this fort at Belfort a few 
days ago and when French 
infantry attacked, the Ger- 
mans waved the white flag. 
They didn’t even fire a shot. 
‘Your artillery is too much 
for us,’ they told the French. 
Made us feel pretty good, 
that did.” 

The battalion command- 

> of the 9838rd Field Artil- 
lary battalion, Lt. Col. Sam 
H. Long, of Tupelo, Miss., 
Was speaking. His battalion 
was one of the American ar- 
tillery battalions supporting 
the French drive from Bel- 
fort along the Swiss border 
into Germany. 

The battalion’s 155mm 
howitzers have been firing 
in support of French troops 
for a year now, in Italy and 
France. For their effective- 
ness in smashing enemy for- 
tifications, blasting enemy 
batteries in counter-battery 
fire, and smashing enemy 
supply columns, the battal- 
ion was awarded the Croix 
de Guerre by the French. 

The battalion Croix de 
Guerre isn’t the only one. 
Three of the officers and 
one of the men in the bat- 
talion have been awarded 
individual Croix de Guerre 
for heroism in action when 
they were with the French 
in Italy. More than 50 med- 
als, from Legion of Merits 
to Air Medals, are worn by 
members of the battalion. 

The big guns, usually kept 
far behind the lines, have 
often fired on their targets 
almost from infantry mor- 
tar positions. On one occa- 
sion they were firing on tar- 
gets only 1,900 yards away. 
The battalion took part in 
one of the longest sustained 
drives American troops have 
made since the War Be- 
tween the States when they 
fired support of the French 
drive from Cassino to 18 
miles below Florence in It- 
aly in May and June.

I call 
him my boy, but he’s 27 
years old. He is married 
and has two babies. He al- 
ways helps me do anything 
I have to do. He comes over 
to my tent every night and 
stays until bedtime. He tells 
me all about how the Japs 
treated the people here. He 
wants to go to America af- 
ter the war. I wish I could 
bring him back with me, but 
I know that’s impossible.

Although Gen. Nicholas Plastiras 
assumed leadership of the new 
Greek government, principal atten- 
tion was focused on Foreign Minis- 
ter John Sofianopoulos, 57-year-old 
agrarian liberal, whose inclusion in 
the cabinet foreshadowed a suffi- 
ciently liberal policy to attract re- 
volting Leftists. 

In declaring itself the provisional 
government of liberated Poland, the 
Lublin committee, which favors ter- 
ritorial concessions to the Russians 
and a regime friendly to Moscow, 
clashed with the Allied - backed 
Polish government-in-exile in Lon- 
don, which contests Red land 
claims and radical internal social 
policies. 


INSIDE GERMANY 


Reliable and uncolored reports 
emanating from inside Germany in- 
dicate that the Nazis appear to pos- 
sess both the manpower and the ma- 
terial to string out the war on the 
western front, 

It took Von Rundstedt’s lightning 
thrust into Belgium with 200,000 
men to point up the Germans’ 
ability to replenish their shattered 
western armies after the yout in 
France, These troops’ supply of 
grade A weapons also focused atten- 
tion on the Nazis’ industrial machine.

Biggest bank in the world, the 
Chase National of New York wound 
up its 1944 business with a record- 
breaking total of $5,160,004,000 in re- 
sources, of which $4,835,219,000 were 
deposits, Holding of government se- 
curities reached almost $3,000,- 
000,000. 

Not far behind Chase’s was the 
National City Bank of New York, 
with assets of $4,469,686,465, of 
which $4,205,072,012 were in de- 
posits. Also of New York, the Guar- 
anty Trust company finished the 
year with resources of $3,826,161,882. 

Biggest bank west of the Alle- 
ghanies, the Continental Illinois Na- 
tional Bank and Trust company of 
Chicago wound up 1944 with $2,619,- 
821,039 in resources, of which $2,- 
447,740,085 were in deposits. The 
bank held over 1% billion dollars 
in government securities.

With gross revenues of $35,429,000, 
the Tennessee Valley authority 
realized net income of $14,116,000 on 
power operations for the year end- 
ing June 30, 1944.

That is one of the rea- 
sons why the Army is con- 
stantly urging the public to 
send V-mail, states Lt. Col. 
Hartley B. Dean, Fourth 
Service Command postal of- 
ficer, ‘Mail that is ear- 
marked ‘air mail’ does not 
always go by plane for the 
simple reason. that the in- 
creasing overseas troop 
strengths, urgent demands 
for air cargo space coupled 
with adverse flying condi- 
tions during the winter 
months does not give prom: 
ise of improvement in the 
transportation of overseas 
air mail. V-mail always is 
dispatched by plane. 

“Some people do not un- 
derstand why some V-mail 
received in this country ar- 
rives in the original form 
and not microfilmed. This is 
true because - sometimes 
when the planes are return- 
ing to the United States they 
have more cargo space avail- 
able than on the outbound 
flight. Thus V-mail delivery 
becomes even quicker when 
time doesn’t have to be uti- 
lized for microfilming.”

Fight It Out

O ONE envied Abe Tucker the 

job of sheriff of Prayton county. 
For the county, still primitive and 
isolated from any real ‘‘civilized"’ 
centers, was at the time of Abe's 
election, owned and run by Ray 
Moore and Martin Ladd, who, were 
the setting of this story laid east of 
the Mississippi, would be known as 
“political bosses." 

However, locale makes little dif- 
ference in human nature. Moore and 
Ladd had all the characteristics usu- 
ally associated with political bosses, 
They were entirely laclting in scru- 
ples. And to climax it all they hated 
each other with a vehemence that 
had already resuited in a half dozen 
cold-blooded murders, 

Ben Midgeley, Abe's closest friend 
and newly appointed deputy, made 
no bones about voicing his doubts. 


“You can never clean ‘em out, 
Abe,"’ Ben said. ‘Both Moore and 
Ladd have too strong a hold. They 
own half the land in the county 
and have mortgages on the rest of 
it. There aren’t a half dozen 
honest men in the whole blasted 
county got guts enough to help you 
make a single arrest."

George Ratnor arrived an hour 
later. He was a little man, brown 
and wizened, with a flery look in 
his eyes. He owned a small ranch 
bordering on the extensive acres of 
Ray Moore. For months he had 
suspected Moore of annexing part of 
his small herd whenever convenient, 
but realized the folly of trying to 
prove a charge. 

“George,’’ said Abe, characteris- 
tically coming to the point at once, 
“T need three men besides Ben 
Midgeley to assist men in cleaning 
up Prayton county. Can I depend 
upon you?” 

“You're danged right you can!” 
the little man exploded. ‘I don’t 
know what your plan is, but I’m for 
it nevertheless.” 


Abe smiled contentedly. ‘‘Fine.

At eight o'clock the following night 
George Ratnor, Tod Leland, Ben 
Midgeley and a youth named Curly 
Sellers gathered in Abe Tucker's of- 
fice and listened to the sheriff unfold 
his plan. 

An hour later, headed by Abe, the 
party of five made an unobtrusive 
exit from the town, riding north, At 
ten o'clock they had reached the en- 
trance to Hellgate canyon, a deep 
cavern-like defile separating the 
Moore ranch from that of Martin 
Ladd. But now the group had 
diminished to three, George Ratnor 
and Curly Sellers having ridden off 
to the south a mile or two back. 


Abe led his three companions to 
a narrow shelf which ran along the 
canyon floor for a hundred yards or 
more. Here, concealed by scrub 
growth, they dismounted, tethered 
their horses and walked back to the 
lip of the canyon to wait. 

Suddenly Abe stood erect. A re- 
volver shot had sounded far down 
the canyon.

Motioning his 
companions to follow, Abe led the 
way along the shelf, descending al- 
most to the canyon’s floor. 

The distant firing had increased 
in volume and now, mingled with 
it, they heard the hoarse shouts of 
men.

Abe raised the rifle in his hands and 
fired. The figure crumpled. Others, 
close behind, drew rein, cursing hor- 
ribly. And in the mad confusion that 
followed while they turned about, the 
three concealed men fired rapidly. 
Two more were added to the casual- 
ty list. Then the space at the mouth 
of the canyon was empty, and the 
clatter of pounding hooves grew 
fainter, 


“Those were Moore's men,”’ Abe 
said, ‘‘Ihey suspect we belong to 
the Ladd outfit and that we have 
them trapped.”’ 


The drum of hooves had sounded 
again on the rocks. But it wasn’t 
made by horsemen. The cattle, 
which George Ratnor and Curly Sell- 
ers had borrowed from the former's 
range and driven into the canyon to 
make the trap seem real, were try- 
ing to escape.

This night's affair resulted in the 
killing of no less than a dozen men 
from both the Moore and Ladd fac- 
tions.

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MORE PULPWOOD CUT- 
TERS NEEDED IN 1945 


If the pulpwood industry 
is to fulfill its wartime or- 
ders in 1945, and meet the 
War Production Board’s 
16,000,000 cord goal, more 
men will have to eut pulp- 
wood than they did in 1944, 
Mr. Har] Porter, Woodlands 
Division, International Pa- 
per Company, Mobile, said 
this week. 

“The prolongation of the 
war in Europe and the step- 
ping up of the war in the 
Pacific have forced the pulp- 
wood industries, like most 
other war industries, to re- 
vise upward its estimate for 
1945,” Mr. Porter said. 

“The War Production 
Board tells us that 16,000,- 
000 cords of pulpwood ‘are 
needed this year to produce 
enough wood pulp to fill war 
and home front require- 
ments, That’s the toughest 
assignment we’ve had since 
the war began, and we can 
fill it only with the coopera- 
tion of this and other pulp- 


wood-producing communi- 
ties. 
“Fortunately pulpwood 


cutting offers two advan- 


tages: (1) it pays better 
than ever before because; 
pulpwood prices are ata 


wartime peak, and (2) it is 
recognized as an essential 
War occupation under Selec- 
tive Service regulations. 

“We need all the pulp- 
wood farmers of this area 
can cut and we need all the 
pulpwood cutters that can 
be enlisted to reach our 
1945 quota. 

“Farmers who have pulp- 
wood on their woodlands 
should consult pulpwood 
dealers or buyers or their 
county agent for advice on 
species of wood needed and 
prices before they cut. Men 
available for pulpwood cut- 
ting should register at the 
nearest U. S. Employment 
Service Office.

PACIFIC: 


Battle Looms 


On the great plain leading south- 
ward to Manila in Luzon, the deci- 
sive battle of the 
Philippines shaped up, 
as the U. S. Sixth army 
moved inland from an 3 
expanding 25 - mile B® 
beachhead on Lingayen Ff 
Gulf and the Japanese 
brought up troops to 
counter the liberators. 

As the first large- 
scale open fighting of 
the whole Pacific cam- 


Ppaign loomed, after General

fare, U. S. war-planes 
clouded the Philippine skies in end- 
less attacks upon enemy installa- 
tions and lines of communications 
leading to the big battleground. 


Like a good prize-fighter, General 
MacArthur struck on Luzon in a 
800-ship, 70-mile long convoy after 
successfully feinting the enemy out 
of position, with the result that 
the American landings were almost 
bloodless. In establishing a base on 
Leyte, and overrunning Mindoro and 
Marinduque, all just south of Luzon, 
MacArthur compelled the enemy to 
keep a strong guard strung below 
Manila, Then, he moved to the 
north, 

With Luzon the center of their 
whole Philippine defense system 
guarding the Agiatic mainland, the 
Japanese appeared determined to 
put up a stiff fight for it, with the 
enemy's top field marshal, Tomo- 
yuki Yamashita, reportedly com- 
manding some 200,000 troops. 

Working in close coordination with 
the ground forces, Adm, Chester 
Nimitz’ Pacific fleet rode the ene- 
my’s inner sea lanes in an effort to 
prevent the Japanese from rushing 
reinforcements to their Philippine 
armies. 


EUROPE: 
Back Again 

Their drive stopped, their flanks 
under increasing pressure from 
Field Marshal Montgomery’s forces 
on the north and Lieutenant Gen- 
eral Bradley on the south, the 
Germans slowly withdrew from 
their big bulge in Belgium and Lux- 
embourg, seeking satisfaction in 
their claims that the offensive had 
relieved Allied pressure on the Ruhr 
and Saar, 

Meanwhile, the Nazis continued 
their limited offensive in Alsace on 
the southeastern end of the winding 
460-mile front, shifting the weight of 
their attacks to the Strasbourg re- 
gion after the U. S. Seventh army 
blunted their attempt to split it in 
two near Bitche. 


Although relinquishing most of the 
ground gained during the initial 
burst of his great December offen- 
sive, Field Marshal Von Rundstedt 
managed to extricate the bulk of his 
forces from the bulge, leaving only 
scattered rearguards to cover his 
retreat through the swirling bliz- 
zards. 

By diverting the bulk of Allied 
forces with the drive into Belgium, 
the Nazis claimed, they preserved 
much of their war-making potential 
by temporarily stalling the drives 
on the great steel, chemical and 
coal centers of the Ruhr and Saar, 

Action on the eastern front con- 
tinued to center in Hungary, though 
the Russians were reported prob- 
ing into German defenses in the 
Baranow region, some 120 miles be- 
low Warsaw on the road to Silesia. 


HOME FRONT: 
Tighten Economy 


Congressional hearings on a work 
or fight bill for men from 18 to 45 
years old; imposition of an $18 ceil- 
ing per 100 pounds on live beef 
cattle; an appeal to householders to 
keep temperatures at 68 degrees, 
and a ban on all advertising light- 
ing using power developed from coal 
marked the government's latest 
moves on the home front to fit the 
nation into the tightening war 
economy, 

Considered after President Roose- 
velt’s demand for a national service 
act, the work or fight bill under dis- 
cussion provides for the induction of 
any draft registrant from 18 to 45 
into army labor battalions if he fails 
to enter essential employment or 
shifts jobs without permission of 
local boards, With the services plan- 
ning to take 900,000 men within the 
next six months, and with another ; 
700,000 persons needed in essential 
war work plus replacements for 
those drafted from industry, some 
sort of legislation was held to be 
the most effective way for routing 
manpower in the future. 

Regarding the draft, Secretary of 
War Stimson said practically all

Exclusive on Farm Draft!

The farm public is unduly 
alarmed over the recent directive 
of War Mobitizer James F. 
Byrnes subjecting 360,000 agri- 
cultural workers 18 to 26 to in- 
duction in the new mobilization of 
manpower for the army and 
Navy, according to farm lead- 
ers in the nation’s capital. 


There is no evidence, they say, 
that the Selective Service com- 
mission intends to nullify the 
Tydings amendment to the Se- 
lective Service act, which specif- 
ically provides for deferment of 
farm labor, if replacements are 
not available, and if local draft 
boards determine the workers 
are more essential on the farms, 

It could be, authorities say 
here, that if there are any farm 
workers who have left the farm 
for other work... if there are 
any who may be considered non- 
essential, such as workers on hop 
farms, or mushroom growers... 
they may be called to military 
service under reclassification. 


able-bodied men under 30 will be 
drafted this year, because of the 
services’ emphasis on younger men. 


Establishment of an $18 ceiling 
on live cattle up to July 2, when the 
top will fall to $17.50, came after 
lengthy discussion between govern- 
ment representatives and feeders, 
who declared the move woulr re- 
sult in less choice beef because of 
rising production costs.
